To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Mont 
Vernon on Tuesday, the ninth (9th) day of March, next at 10:00 of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:43f for the adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax. The 
statutes provide for the following exemptions, based on assessed 
value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 
years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $15,000; 
and for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 
years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate 
is owned by his spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 
years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than 
$10,000 or if married a combined net income of less than $12,000 
and own net assets of $30,000 or less, excluding the value of the 
person’s residence. 


Action on succeeding articles will be deferred until 7:30 p.m. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
convey property taken by the town in default of redemption of tax 
sales, the procedure to be as follows: 


A. If to the party who failed to redeem the property, the consid- 
eration shall be the payment of all back taxes, including interest 
and penalties and all expenses related to said sale or sales, as 
determined by the Selectmen. 


B. If to any other party, the sale shall be by public auction or 
sealed bids in accordance with N.H. RSA 80:42. 
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5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to apply for, accept and expend money from state, federal or 
any other governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set 
forth in RSA 31:95b. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $156.00 to be used as the Town’s contribution to a study which 
will identify aquifers and groundwater supplies. This study will be 
performed by the U.S. Geological Survey and sponsored by the 
Nashua Regional Planning Commission. (By Petition) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,500.00 to construct a hose drying tower for the Fire Depart- 
ment. (By Petition) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following or- 
dinance: 


Any person who shall put or place or cause to be put or placed, 
any snow or ice upon the surface of the travelled portion of any 
Town road, shall be guilty of a violation and subject to a fine of 
$50.00, plus costs. 


9. To see the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $259,939.46 for the 1982 Operating and Maintenance Budget. 


10. To act on reports of all Town Officers, Agents, Auditors, 
Committees, etc. and raise and appropriate any money relative 
thereto. 


11. To transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE BUDGET REVIEW COMMITTEE 
FEBRUARY 1982 


The committee was unanimous in approval of all of the general govt. 
budget, including the following: town officers’ salaries, town officers’ ex- 
penses, town clerk, tax collector, highway commission, appraisal of prop- 
erty. Also included are the town hall and buildings’ costs. Under the insur- 
ance account the budget was approved, however, the committee suggests 
the selectmen seek out competitive prices, all based on the same coverage. 
The committee suggests adding $2200.00 to the workmen’s comp. appro- 
priation, as this will be closer to the actual amount that will have to be 
paid. This raises insurance to $14,464.00. 


Civil defense, election and registration, health dept. and town dump, 
were all approved as proposed. 


Under planning and zoning, the committee does not support the pro- 
posal for mapping, even though the request may be reduced from the floor 
of town meeting. It was felt that alternative processes be sought and 
studied. This reduces this budget to $1800.00. 


The budgets for the library, public welfare, patriotic purposes, ceme- 
taries, and conservation commission were all approved. The recreation 
committee budget for athletic activities was endorsed, but the committee 
felt that the entertainment activities, dances and carnivals, should not be 
financed with tax dollars. The committee was not opposed to the activities, 
only the method of supporting them. The committee felt that they should 
be self supporting as is the halloween party. This reduces the budget by 
$475.00 to $775.00. Advertising and regional association, interest on tem- 
porary loans, and vital statistics were all approved. 


The police dept. budget was modified in the following: the man hours 
account was reduced from $8388.00 to $6750.00. This represents a reduc- 
tion in hours budgeted, but it does recommend a 50¢ per hour increase in 
wages for those hours. Reflecting the reduced hours, the gas and service 
account is reduced by $200.00. The committee felt that $100.00 instead of 
$200.00 would be a more appropriate price for a set of seat covers for the 
cruiser. That will reduce this budget to $11,144.90. 

The fire dept. budget was unanimously approved. 

Highway Dept: 

The betterment program was unanimously supported. The summer 
budget was modified as follows: the road mowing reduced to $1200.00, 
equipment rental reduced to $7500.00, the labor maintained at the 1981 
actual rate of $18,577.30. Pick up labor eliminated. This adds up to a 
budget of $34,427.30. With the betterment program it adds up to 
$40,731.72 for summer work. 


The tarring budget was unanimously supported. 


The highway general budget was reduced by $250.00, from 
$12,975.00 to $12,725.00. 


In revising the proposal for the winter budget it was decided to budget 
for a normal winter. The recommended changes for the budget are as fol- 
lows: increase welding and plow repair by $100.00, eliminate loader push- 
back, maintain the labor at 1981 appropriation of $10,700.00. This would 
produce a budget of $20,550.00. Revised figures provided by the road 
dept. show a cost overrun so far for the winter budget of approximately 
$6515.00. The committee will recommend from the floor of Town Meeting 
that all additional over budget expenses caused by this severe winter be 
paid for by alternate means.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


Income received from the ten (10) Trusts committed to the 
supervision of the Trustees was distributed during 1981 as outlined 
in the respective trust instruments. Assistance was provided to the 
Recreation Committee, Beautification Committee, Cemetery 
Trustees of Greenlawn Cemetery, welfare as requested by the Over- 
seer of Public Welfare, health and medical aid, Mont Vernon 
Volunteer Fire Department and scholarships to eligible Mont Ver- 
non students. Thirteen (13) scholarships were provided by the 
Skenderian Scholarship Trust. 

Residents are reminded that requirements of the respective 
trusts must be met when funds are to be disbursed. Scholarships 
must be applied for on or before May Ist of each year in order that 
funds may be allocated and rules of Milford Senior High School 
met. Students already attending schools of higher education are 
also eligible but they too must meet the May Ist filing deadline. 

Funds for conservation and recreation must be requested on or 
before June Ist of each year so that funds may be apportioned dur- 
ing the required time period.

In order to permit filing of all documents upon request of the 
Office of the Attorney General, all applications, requests and/or 
bills for funds must be in writing.

The proper way to summon the Mont Vernon Fire Department 
is to call 673-3131, which is the Milford Communications Center. 
They are equipped to sound the Mont Vernon Fire Alarm. 

During the year 1981, your Fire Department responded to 61 
calls. This included the Charles Buck house on Kendall Hill which 
was struck by lightning and damaged by the resulting fire. The 
Church also was damaged by lightning. 

We would like to encourage people to use and display their of- 
ficial street numbers, information about your correct street number 
may be obtained from the town office or post office. 

To the people burning wood, we suggest that the stove and 
stovepipe be properly installed, burn only dry wood, keep the stove 
pipe and chimney as clean as possible, and dispose of ashes care- 
fully. 

We would like to urge all people to equip their living and sleep- 
ing quarters with smoke detectors. 

State Law requires that written burning permits be obtained for 
all outdoor burning when the ground Is not covered with snow.

The Police Department wishes to thank all who have made 1981 
a better year. 

The complaints ran 4.7% higher than last year. There is still a 
dog problem. People allow their dogs to run at large with no tags 
and we have no way of knowing who the dog belongs to if there is a 
problem. The town spends a lot of money chasing unlicensed dogs. 
If the town residents would license their dogs the police department 
could save approximately $200.00 of its budget. 

The Police Department received and put into service its new 
cruiser in June. The new cruiser has made a difference in the way 
the Police Department answers its calls. The Police Department 
wishes to thank the voters for its new cruiser. It is now almost fully 
equipped. We also received the new portable radio in midsummer. 
It has been utilized by all the officers. 

This year all the officers in the department went to school to get 
certified as part time officers. Three officers also went to school to 
get certified on the use of the radar. As chief, I would like to thank 
all the officers of the department. The Standards and Training 
Council of the state is making more rules and regulations for part 
time departments. It takes a lot of the officer’s own personal time 
to go to school on Saturday and Sunday at their own expense. The 
Standards and Training Council makes all the rules and regulations 
governing how officers are trained in the State of New Hampshire. 
The town has nothing to say about what and when its officers get 
their training. 

Expenses for equipment are rising rapidly each year. If the 
department purchases some equipment each year it would be less 
expensive than buying it all at once. 

The Police Department hopes that all the residents of Mont 
Vernon will help keep the town a safe place in which to live all year 
long.

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SOUHEGAN REGIONAL LANDFILL DISTRICT 


1981 Operating Expenses Below Budget. For the second straight 
year the expenses of operating the Souhegan Regional Landfill 
were less than the amount budgeted even though there was a signifi- 
cant increase in the volume of refuse received and processed. Ap- 
preciable savings were recorded in the equipment maintenance, site 
development, engineering services and legal services accounts. 
Lesser savings were achieved in the cost of fuel account and in ad- 
ministration expenses. 

These results were due to the effective preventative maintenance 
programs applicable to the mobile equipment owned and operated 
by the District, the excellent excavation arrangement reached with 
the Town of Amherst, and conscientious management of all phases 
of operations by the members of the District Committee and the 
District’s contractors. 


1981 Income Exceeds Budget. Fees paid by commercial haulers 
were greater than anticipated because of increased volume and rate 
charges that are in line with those applicable at the landfills in most 
adjacent towns. Short term investment of equipment reserve, in- 
come, retained surplus and operating funds resulted in greater than 
expected income due to the high interest rates available for most of 
the year. 


1982 Operating Budget Shows Zero Growth. Even though the 
amount budgeted for each of the line items that make up the oper- 
ating budget are equal to or greater than the amounts budgeted in 
1981 the total operating budget of $134,077 is $39 below 1981 and 
$70 below 1980. This is possible because of a reduction in the 
capital account payment, transfer of surplus achieved in 1981, and 
a projected increase in 1982 income. 

The estimated cost of hauling trailers to the Landfill from 
Brookline, Hollis and Mont Vernon is increased for 1982 by $5040 
due to an additional trailer being hauled each week from both 
Hollis and Mont Vernon. Each sending town is billed quarterly for 
the actual hauling costs applicable to the town. 


Long Range Planning. During the past two years each of the 
sending towns, Brookline, Hollis and Mont Vernon, have resched- 
uled the days and hours that their ‘‘dumps’’ are open. A greater 
amount of refuse is being received on weekdays thus virtually elimi- 
nating the problems previously encountered on weekends. With the 
present equipment the District will be able to handle a 33% increase 
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in volume from Hollis and about a 50% increase from Brookline 
and Mont Vernon. 

The newly excavated portion of the Landfill will be open in mid 
1982. Based on engineering projections the life expectancy of the 
Landfill extends for 7% to 14 years, depending upon the volume of 
waste actually generated. The District Committee is staying abreast 
of the latest developments in solid waste disposal techniques so that 
facilities will be available to the District’s member towns when the 
space at the present Landfill is exhausted or when a more economic 
system becomes available.

The largest parcel of land to 
be subdivided was 14 acres on the Francestown Turnpike which 
along with other routine business was accomplished with dispatch. 

A new application was developed which will clarify planning 
board requirements necessary for proper land subdivision. 

A considerable amount of planning board time was devoted to 
the town master plan and land use maps. Planning board members 
volunteered to write the master plan along with funds requested in 
the town warrant for soils use maps generated by the Nashua 
Regional Planning Commission (NRPC). 

The goal of the planning board is to maintain an orderly growth 
of Mont Vernon while continuing the rural flavor of a small town. 
Planning board meetings are held on the fourth Tuesday of the 
month at 8:00 p.m. in the town hall. Everyone is invited to attend.

LAMSON FARM COMMISSION 


On February 24, 1981 the nomination of the Lamson Farm to 
the National Registry of Historical Places was approved by the 
Registry in Washington. This nomination was the culmination of 
the diligent work of Charles Buckley who initiated nomination 
papers in 1977. 

Extensive repairs to the east addition of the Lamson farmhouse 
were completed this past fall. Rotted sills were replaced, the foun- 
dation was repointed, two feet of dirt was excavated from below 
the ground floor to aid ventilation, and the north roof was re- 
shingled. 

A major goal of 1982 will be repair work to the porch and the 
exterior painting of the farmhouse. All repair work and painting is 
done according to guidelines outlined in a written report completed 
by the Society for the Preservation of New England Antiquities. 
This report has been exceedingly helpful in providing good preser- 
vation techniques. 

Ed Hutchinson of the Soil Conservation Service met with the 
Commission and later walked the farm. He discussed the feasibility 
of a farm pond, erosion control practices, wildlife habitat, and 
suitable farming practices. John Ferguson, the County Extension 
Forester, has selectively marked ten acres of timberland that will 
yield an estimated 45,000 board feet of timber. The timber sale will 
be put out to bid sometime in 1982. 

A combined effort by many individuals contributed to a very 
successful Second Annual Lamson Farm Day attended by over 200 
people. Proceeds from the event will go towards a project that will 
enhance the use of the buildings in the future. 

Two members of the Lamson Farm Commission made the dif- 
ficult decision to resign. The Commission expresses a sincere thank 
you to Bill Harcovitz and Sally Rorabacher. Bill Harcovitz had 
served as chairman since the Commission was established in 1977. 
Sally Rorabacher served as secretary/treasurer for the past two 
years. The Selectmen appointed Andrew Fuller and Paula Pestana 
to replace their vacancies. 

Much of the time and effort of the Commission is spent main- 
taining the farmhouse, barn and outbuildings, renewing leases, 
handling complaints, and reviewing uses of the property and 
buildings. Our meetings are open to the public. We encourage 
townspeople to participate by submitting to us any ideas they might 
have for the Lamson Farm. We request that all plans or ideas be 
submitted in writing. The Lamson Farm Commission must provide 
final approval before any new use of the property is initiated. 
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Again, we encourage your ideas but it is impossible for the Com- 
missioners to carry the full load without assistance from you, the 
townspeople. The Commission has been struggling with the need to 
establish some long range objectives concerning the farmhouse, 
outbuildings and land. We need to know where we are heading if 
the town is to realize the full potential of the Lamson Farm. Please 
provide us with your ideas.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 10, 1981 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, New Hampshire, 
was opened by Moderator Walter Kilian at 10:00 a.m. on Tuesday, 
March 10, 1981. Moderator Kilian led the Pledge of Allegiance to 
the Flag of the United States of America. Mr. Kilian read Articles | 
through 5 of the Warrant for the Annual School Meeting and Ar- 
ticles 1 through 4 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, 
with action on the succeeding Town Warrant Articles to be de- 
ferred until 7:30 p.m. Moderator Kilian showed the empty ballot 
boxes, locked them and declared the polls open. He reminded 
everyone there would be no smoking in the polling area. 

At 7:00 p.m. Moderator Kilian declared the polls closed, all 
present having voted. At 7:30 p.m. he called the Meeting to order in 
the upper Town Hall. He led the assembly in the Pledge of 
‘Allegiance. Reverend Richard Tulip led the assembly in prayer. 
Moderator Kilian then stated the ground rules and procedures to be 
followed during the meeting. He reminded those present there were 
extra copies of the town report and of the Police Study Report done 
by the Police Chief’s Association of New Hampshire on recom- 
mendations of the Mont Vernon Police Department. He stated the 
ballot clerks were counting the votes cast and as soon as they had 
finished, he would announce the results and reminded those present 
that they would be sworn in after the meeting. Moderator Kilian 
announced that School Meeting would be held at the Town Hall at 
7:30 p.m. on March 19, 1981. The first warrant item would be the 
proposed $430,000 addition to the school. As it is in excess of 
$100,000, the procedure would be to discuss the article promptly at 
7:30 p.m. After discussion, the polls would be open for one (1) 
hour according to state statutes. The vote would be by secret ballot. 
The meeting would continue while the voting was taking place. 

Article 5: Keith Pomeroy, Selectman, made the motion, sec- 
onded by Bryant Ricker, to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. The motion carried by unanimous voice vote. 

Article 6: Keith Pomeroy moved, seconded by Robert Straw, to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to convey prop- 
erty taken by the town in default of redemption of tax sales, the 
procedure to be as follows: 

A. If to the party who failed to redeem the property, the 
consideration shall be payment of all back taxes, including 
interest and penalties and all expenses related to said sale or 
sales, as determined by the Selectmen. 
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B. If to any other party, the sale shall be by public auction 
or sealed bids in accordance with RSA 80:42. 
Question by Darold Rorabacher, why this article was in the warrant 
again since it was in last year. Pomeroy explained that on advice of 
town counsel, it should be in every year. Motion carried by voice 
vote. 

Article 7: Keith Pomeroy moved, seconded by Bryant Ricker, to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to ap- 
ply for, accept and expend money from state, federal or any other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available dur- 
ing the year, in accordance with the procedures set forth in RSA 
31:95b. Motion passed by a voice vote. 

Article 8: Keith Pomeroy moved, seconded by Robert Straw, to 
see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 76:15b, 
authorizing the Selectmen and Tax Collector to make partial billing 
to property owners in June of each year for property taxes. Keith 
Pomeroy explained that further research shows that this can be put 
into effect by the Board of Selectmen and does not require a vote of 
the town. He moved, seconded by Robert Straw to table the article. 
Discussions and questions followed. Roy Thomsen stated the 
budget committee had not recommended the article, realizing the 
Selectmen had the authority to put it into effect but thought they 
should have a show of public opinion on it. Moderator Kilian re- 
minded the people that a Motion to table this article was on the 
floor and he had allowed two (2) views of thought on it. Call for 
vote to table article. Question asked if tabling meant no further dis- 
cussion. Answer, yes. Voice vote to table article defeated. Mark 
Vaughn stated he thought it would be beneficial for the town to 
vote on it. Alden Hoyt asked if RSA 76:15b required the town to 
adopt the article before the Selectmen could put it into effect. Keith 
stated that it had already been decided between other towns and the 
Revenue Administration. Voice vote called for. Article 8 was de- 
feated. 

Article 9: Keith Pomeroy moved, Robert Straw seconded, to see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to accept pre- 
payment of Resident Taxes in order to comply with new state 
statute, RSA 72:1-1. Tax Collector Dorothy Smith explained that 
this was for new residents moving in from out of state between 
April Ist and December Ist of any year, who were not listed on the 
Resident Tax Warrant. She cannot accept prepayment of any taxes 
unless given a warrant from the Board of Selectmen and this will 
allow her to accept the tax without a warrant as passed by the State 
Legislature. Voice vote called. Article passed. 
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Article 10: Keith Pomeroy moved, Bryant Ricker seconded, to 
see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $13,313.81 from 
Revenue Sharing Funds and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$60,896.07 through the issuance of bonds or notes, upon the credit 
of the Town, for the purpose of purchasing a 672-A John Deere 
Motor Grader, in compliance with the provisions of RSA 33. 
Furthermore to authorize the Board of Selectmen to determine the 
terms, conditions, sale form and the time, date and place of pay- 
ment of such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest or 
discount thereof. Moderator Kilian reminded those present that 
this article will need a 2/3’s majority to pass and that there will be a 
secret check list ballot. He recognized Alton Ryder, Chairman of 
the Road Commission, to explain the article. He explained the ~ 
question by stating, ‘‘Do you rent a grader or do you buy a 
grader?”’ 

Ryder explained the research done by the Road Committee (5 
members were Alton Ryder, Guild Smith, Howard Welch, Robert 
Straw and Garth Witty) investigating rental procedures, problem 
there being it is almost impossible to rent a grader when you need 
One at road grading time because they are all in use; repairing the 
old one, which at this time will not run. The cost in purchasing will 
be high the first three (3) years, then will break even. In renting the 
cost will be lower the first three (3) years, but then there will be no 
equity and no machine. He explained that there is an element of 
risk in not buying a grader. This past fall they advertised for bids 
for a truck to plow and there were no answers. Therefore without a 
grader plowing a regular route during snowstorms, there would be 
an 8-hour wait on some town roads. Darold Rorabacher questioned 
cost of repairs to old grader as there had been discussions at last 
year’s budget meetings. John Clark asked if the Selectmen were be- 
hind purchasing a grader. Keith answered, yes. Other questions 
concerning competitive bids, the road commission had gotten three 
(3), of which the John Deere was the lowest and the one they liked 
the best. Other questions concerned the cost of rental per month, 
the possibility of renting a new grader out, expected life of grader 
and break even point. Al stated life, 10-15 years; break even point 
5-years. They talked with six (6) towns presently owning a John 
Deere. All were satisfied. Perley Trow questioned why buy a 
$100,000 grader when we only have 20 miles of dirt road. Grader 
used also on road projects and snow plowing. Ken Witham asked if 
there is a better option, such as lease. Ryder explained, per month 
no, lease purchase agreement is what is presently being done, with 
$2000 per month going towards purchase price. David Trow asked 
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how many hours on old grader and if there would be a qualified 
operator running the machine. It was explained that there are no 
grader schools around but the company sends down an operator to 
show how to run the grader and we do have an excellent operator in 
Fred Salisbury. Proper maintenance will be scheduled. Bob Naber 
asked if the $60,896 included the interest payments and at what per- 
cent 1t would be. Keith explained the last figure received was for 
842%. Moderator Kilian called for the checklist ballot secret vote. 
Yes - 130; No - 58. Article 10 passed. 

Article 11: Keith Pomeroy moved, Robert Straw seconded, to 
see if the town will vote to rescind previous action taken at Town 
Meeting in 1970, on the appointments of the Recreation Committee 
members, from a five (5) year term to a three (3) year term. Voice 
vote called, passed. 

Moderator Kilian recognized newly elected Senator John 
Stabile of Nashua who spoke a few words. 

Moderator Kilian announced the results of the balloting.

Article 12: Roy Thomsen moved, seconded by James Buzzell, to 
see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and Sena- 
tors who represent the Town in the General Court to support in the 
current session of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to 
amend the State Constitution to limit the annual increase in prop- 
erty taxes to five (5%) per cent, and to limit the annual increase in 
spending by the state or any city, town or other governmental unit 
of the state to five (5%) per cent. J. Martin moved, Roy Thomsen 
seconded to amend the article by adding at the end, ‘‘except by a 
vote of two-thirds majority.’’ Discussion on spending by towns, 
state, and how much of our own tax bill goes to the state. Vote 
called on the amendment. Voice vote, amendment passed. Further 
discussion on the amended motion. Voice vote called, chair in 
doubt. Standing vote called. Yes - 78; No - 96. Article defeated. 

Article 13: Keith moved, Otis Garnett seconded, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,664.92 for a 
police cruiser, providing fifty (50%) per cent of the $7,664.92 is to 
be reimbursed to the town as a matching fund by the New Hamp- 
shire Highway Safety Agency. Mr. Kilian recognized Mark 
Vaughn, Chairman of the Highway Safety Commission. He ex- 
plained the result of the Police Chief’s Study that was done for the 
Town of Mont Vernon which just came in. Earl Sweeney was the 
Chairman and two (2) other police chiefs did the report. He showed 
charts giving the savings to the Town if it owned its own cruiser and 
the reduction to the police budget to $12,290. After explanation he 
urged the town to vote for the cruiser. He cited the two (2) main 
needs in the report; to have its own cruiser and better communica- 
tions. He stated that using the same hours and mileage, the budget 
committee recommends, the savings to the town are shown on the 
charts. At present we have two (2) active officers, using their own 
vehicles. The others are either on a leave of absence or have left the 
department. They are all paid $4.00 per hour. Roy Thomsen and 
Dave Lambarth spoke as to budget committee hearings and the 
figures were close. The vehicle would be housed in town; life of a 
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cruiser approximately 5-years; Lee Thomson asked if the issue here 
was if we do not vote for a cruiser there will be less police protec- 
tion because the officers do not want to keep using their own cars. 
Paul Chrestensen asked why last year the question was for a 
4-wheel drive vehicle. Mark answered there were no matching 
funds for a cruiser this year. Vote called. Voice vote - article 
passed. 

Article 14: Keith moved, Robert Straw seconded, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the 
purchase of a four-channel portable radio for the Police Depart- 
ment. Moderator Kilian recognized Mark Vaughn to explain. He 
stated one of the recommendations in the Police Chief’s report was 
better communications. The Police Department has one (1) port- 
able radio which is switched from officer to officer but if outside 
the car, they are unable to communicate two ways with each other. 
Roy Thomsen said the budget committee did not support the article 
as they were told the department already had four (4) radios and 
felt that was sufficient. Al Hoyt asked how many times a year they 
felt it needed a walkie-talkie type radio. Police Chief Otis Garnett 
answered him for lost children, etc. Wayne Kearsley stated he 
thought they should plan over a 5-year program to acquire the 
things they will need. Voice vote called. Chair in doubt. Standing 
vote called. Yes - 86; No - 64. Article passed. 

Article 15: Keith Pomeroy moved, Jane Conant seconded, to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,250, to be matched by a donation of $1,250 for the purpose of 
repainting the International Fire Truck, number 2. Joe Carleton 
moved, Kevin Pomeroy seconded, to amend this article to read, 
‘*to see if the Town will vote to use the $333.33 received from the 
sale of the 1942 fire truck towards this article and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $916.67, etc..... *? Joe Carleton explained 
the need for body work to be done and painting. It is the town’s 
number two fire truck. Vote called on the amendment. Voice vote, 
passed. Vote on the amended motion. Roy Thomsen of the budget 
committee recognized that there is body work to be done and there- 
fore would not oppose it. Voice vote called. Article passed. 

Article 16: Keith Pomeroy moved, Bryant Ricker seconded, to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$228,974.01 for the 1981 operating and maintenance budget. Keith 
explained the budget. Line items to be reduced. Mark Vaughn 
moved to reduce the police budget from $19,090.00 to $12,290.00. 
Motion seconded. Voice vote. Police budget reduction passed. 
Questions asked concerning insurance, police cruiser included in 
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that or not. Next year it will be with fleet policy. Linda Foster ques- 
tioned the proposed cut in the Recreation Committee by the police 
budget. She stated that in the unreduced amount, the Town would 
be spending about $3.72 per child and she felt that was not an 
exorbitant amount and would not spoil too many children. She 
asked Kevin Pomeroy, Chairman of the Recreation Committee to 
explain what the budget asked for. He stated that recreation was 
not just for children but also included adults so it would come out 
to about $2.00. Dances, winter and summer carnivals, swimming 
programs were to be held. Roy Thomsen of the budget committee 
spoke explaining why they cut it. They did not feel the Town should 
pay for babysitting and the Easter egg hunt ($25.00) and carnivals 
were not well planned. They allowed $100 for the dance. Gillyan 
Cunningham moved, seconded by Eloise Carleton to reduce the 
Recreation Budget to $775.00. Voice vote called. Chair in doubt. 
Standing vote called. Yes - 63; No - 69. Motion defeated. Roy 
Thomsen moved to delete the $5,000 appropriation for the Fire 
Department capital reserve fund for apparatus. Seconded by David 
Lambarth, for this year. Voice vote. Motion carried. Vote on the 
amended budget amount, reduced from $228,974.01 to 
$217,174.01. Budget passed. 

Roy Thomsen noted that the amount passed was 1% over last 
year. 

Article 17: Keith Pomeroy moved, seconded by Bryant Ricker, 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000 for the purchase of four (4) acres of land adjacent to the 
Greenlawn Cemetery, from Frank and Muriel Gramstorff. 
Pomeroy moved, seconded by Straw to table the article. Pomeroy 
explained that the offer had been withdrawn due to a recent survey 
showing less land than the owners believed they had. Voice vote 
called. Article tabled. 

Article 18: To act on reports of all Town Officers, Agents, 
Auditors, Committees, etc. and raise and appropriate any money 
relative thereto. Hearing none, Moderator Kilian went on to next 
article. 

Article 19: To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting. Perley Trow stated all past road agents 
were not full time but today it is a full time job. Does it really 
constitute a full time job? Suggest they should add the care of the 
Cemetery and Town parks to the job, as well as school play- 
grounds. 

Moderator Kilian noted that a long time resident and sometimes 
thorn in his side, George Kittredge, was moving from Town and the 
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Town would certainly miss him. The Town thanks him for all his 
years of service. 

The Moderator reminded those present of the Annual School 
Meeting on March 19. Town officers should remain to be sworn in. 
He also expressed thanks to the budget committee for all the time 
they expended and to the Selectmen for trying to keep the budget 
down. He would like to keep two members of the budget committee 
on the budget committee for next year to provide some continuity. 
Anyone wishing to serve should let him know. Many thanks to 
Bette Wilson for filling in for the Town Clerk Sarah Rorabacher, 
who is ill and a round of applause for Ruth Carey, previous Town 
Clerk for her assistance this evening. 

Meeting adjourned at 10:15 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of Milford and Mont Vernon, 
I respectfully submit my second annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools. This report will reflect upon activities which 
occurred during the 1980-81 school year. 

Last year’s report indicated the paramount task of resolving the 
financial dilemmas and to bring about fiscal integrity. I am pleased 
to report that the fiscal records received an audit report without ex- 
ception. The central office is now in the process of establishing its 
own payroll system with the new ‘‘in-house’’ computer. This will 
begin in January of 1982. Accounts payable will be processed by 
the computer starting in July 1982. This is really a positive step -- 
one which has required extra work and responsibility for the 
business office. They are to be commended. 

The Milford School District is still operating with a deficit 
which was a result of years past. The deficit has been reduced even 
more than was projected to a total of $30,123 as of June 30, 1981. 
It would really benefit the School District if this deficit could be 
eliminated giving the District an opportunity to improve its fiscal 
relationships in meeting financial obligations within the operating 
fiscal year. Voter understanding and support would be greatly 
appreciated. 

The instructional program has not been neglected because of 
the financial concerns. In fact, the whole process of assessing pro- 
grams and planning curriculum improvements has been examined 
and adjustments made. The Curriculum Council has a more clearly 
defined role and responsibility which are to: 

1. Identify the School District’s needs and goals; 

2. Review operating and proposed programs in relation to 
District’s needs and goals; 

3. Provide direction and assistance to the Curriculum Commit- 
tees; 

4. Prepare a five-year District plan for improvement using the 
approved goals. 

This redefined role of the Curriculum Council establishes clear 
lines of communication between the Curriculum Committees and 
the Administrative team. 

Before this process could be put in place, it was necessary to 
establish a Statement of Philosophy of Education from which 


95 


specific goals were developed. The specific goals which have been 
adopted by the Milford and Mont Vernon School Boards are as 
follows: 

1. Education should be designed to produce confident, respon- 
sible students who enjoy learning. 

2. Communication between grade levels, teachers, and ad- 
ministrators and with the community should be kept open in order 
to facilitate the improvement of curriculum and instruction for the 
students. 

3. The School District should explore alternate methods of in- 
struction in order to meet each student’s needs and support this ap- 
plication in the development of services for students. 

4. Students should be given the opportunity to become sensitive 
and sound human beings, whole people emotionally, physically, 
and intellectually. 

5. Students should be equipped with the skills necessary to 
communicate effectively. 

6. Students should be prepared to participate as concerned, ac- 
tive citizens and productive members of society. 

These goals will be applied to each curriculum area to assess the 
potential of achievement. If changes are necessary, they will be im- 
plemented through the appropriate committee. A system of evalu- 
ating the success of these goals needs to be developed in order to 
assure the student’s growth and education are being achieved. 

Education is a very dynamic field which requires the dedication 
of many. I extend my appreciation to the Members of the School 
Boards, my professional and support staff in the Central Office, 
assistance and cooperation of professional colleagues, and the 
students and citizens who have dedicated themselves in providing 
our youth with the opportunity for quality education.

INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT — 1980 - 1981 


As the new school year began, new staff members were ready to 
begin working with our students. Large student populations in both 
the McCollom and Village Schools necessitated the use of instruc- 
tional aides for both buildings. Students were placed in small 
groups on a one to one situation to receive remedial work and 
enrichment activities. 
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ACADEMIC PROGRAM 

The results of the Stanford Achievement Tests again indicate 
positive growth in each grade. The decline in the Grade IV Math 
Sub-Tests has been reversed for a second year, and it appears that 
our children are scoring at grade level and, in many cases, well 
above grade level. 

The Readiness Program continues to be a very critical compo- 
nent of the total instructional program. An ongoing annual 
evaluative process indicates that students continue to grow 
academically. Equally important is the sound and emotional 
growth the children have made. The Readiness Program provides 
an opportunity for children to develop socially as well as 
academically prior to entering first grade. 


SPECIAL NEEDS PROGRAM 

The Special Needs Program continues to be an integral part of 
the instructional program for Grades Readiness through VI. This 
program allows us to meet the academic needs of our Special Needs 
youngsters. Through a careful screening, referral, and evaluation 
process, these students are identified and provided an Individual- 
ized Education Plan (IEP). The students receive specialized instruc- 
tion and a variety of appropriate materials in a resource room en- 
vironment to supplement their classroom work. 

The enrichment classes continue to be an extremely successful 
program. Students from Grades IV through VI are selected to par- 
ticipate in a variety of activities, both academic and artistic, to ex- 
plore areas of interest. Through this format, the students are 
allowed to broaden and enrich specific areas of interest within the 
school environment. This was the first year an ‘‘open door’’ policy 
was utilized. Students were allowed to come in and out of the pro- 
gram based on their interests without necessarily remaining in the 
class for the entire school year. 

CURRICULUM UPDATE 

As part of an ongoing plan, which mandates a review of content 
area materials, a new science textbook series was adopted. The 
Laidlaw Science Program was selected by a screening committee 
composed of teachers from both buildings. 

This particular series was chosen because of its high interest for- 
mat, its open ended activities and the clear and concise scope and 
sequence of the concepts to be presented. Since it is also the same 
text used by students in the Milford Elementary Schools, transition 
into the Middle School will be made easier. 

Students in grades 4-6 were introduced to the program which in- 
cludes both a student textbook and an activity book of ex- 
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periments. The plan is to phase in the McCollom School during the 
1981-82 School Year. 
COMPUTER LITERACY 

During the winter of the 1980-81 School Year, a micro- 
computer was added to the curriculum of the Village School. The 
micro-computer became a critical component of the overall instruc- 
tional program. Before long, students were involved in the Com- 
puter Literacy Program for a review of basic skills, introduction of 
new concepts through teacher direction, enrichment and basic pro- 
gramming. 

Students were issued certificates upon completion of a short 
Computer Literacy Program. The certificate enabled the students 
to schedule personal time on a 1-1 basis in the Computer Room. 
The program will be greatly expanded for the 1981-82 School Year. 
With the awarding of a $6,000.00 grant in April of 1981, the Com- 
puter Program is assured of continued growth and increased stu- 
dent activity. 

ACCOUNTABILITY UPDATE 

During the 1980-81 School Year, the results of the Phase I 
Accountability Testing were reported to the School Board and the 
appropriate state agencies. Critical skill areas were identified and 
profiles of grade level strength and weaknesses were presented. The 
report is scheduled to be summarized and presented to parents in 
the Fall of the 1981-82 School Year. 

SCHOOL VOLUNTEER PROGRAM 

The School Volunteers, under the direction of Mrs. Sue Payne, 
were an instrumental part in the total success of the academic pro- 
gram. Working in the classrooms, and both school libraries, the 
volunteers were very important to our children. 

Also, the volunteers raised a large amount of money through 
local fund raising to help build the natural playground at the 
Village School. During the Summer of 1981, many of the same 
volunteers, along with citizens of Mont Vernon, actually built the 
playground over the course of several weekends. 
EDUCATIONAL GOALS 

Perhaps the prime reason for the fine instructional program 
which exists in Mont Vernon is the excellent staff who work with 
our children on a daily basis.

At 7:00 p.m. Moderator Walter Kilian declared the polls closed 
and turned the ballots over to the ballot clerks for counting. 

At 8:35 p.m. Mr. Kilian read the results of the voting and 
declared the following elected:

SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF MONT VERNON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Mont Vernon Town Hall 
March 19, 1981 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Moderator 
Walter Kilian, who led the assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Reverend Richard Tulip led the Invocation and the Moderator 
proceeded to review the rules to be observed during this meeting. 
The Moderator then read a letter from Attorney Robert Rowe to 
Superintendent Damon Russell, which reviewed the procedure for 
the bond issue and stated that all requirements had been met for 
Article I. The Moderator stated that the polls are required to be 
open a minimum of one hour, and that they would be open either 
one hour or until the conclusion of all action on the warrant 
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articles. The Moderator then read the Warrant and stated that all 
school officials would be recognized as non-residents so that they 
could respond to any questions. 

The Moderator recognized Mr. Archibald who moved the polls 
be open one hour and no longer than one hour for voting on the 
bond issue. The motion was seconded, discussion followed and the 
motion was defeated by voice vote. 

Article I: To see if the District will appropriate a sum of 
$430,000 or some other sum for an addition to the Village Elemen- 
tary School and for purchasing equipment and furniture of a 
lasting character in connection therewith; to determine whether 
such appropriation shall be raised by borrowing, including 
authorization of bonds and or notes, or otherwise; or take any 
other action thereto. 

Mr. Naber moved that the sum of $430,000 be appropriated for 
constructing and originally equipping and furnishing an addition to 
the Village Elementary School; that to raise this appropriation the 
School Board is authorized to borrow $430,000 under the 
Municipal Finance Act; that any income derived from the tem- 
porary investment of bond and note proceeds shall be spent for the 
project in addition to the foregoing appropriation, including the 
payment of interest on any bonds or notes issued hereunder; and 
that the School Board is authorized to take all other action 
necessary to carry out this vote. 

The motion was seconded and discussion ensued. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Walter Collins, Chairman of the 7th 
and 8th Grade Study Committee, who presented the architect’s 
plans and charts giving financial data on the proposed addition, as 
well as sample schedules of classes. After lengthy discussion, Mr. 
Archibald moved the question. The motion was seconded and 
passed by voice vote. The Moderator reviewed the procedure for 
voting and reread the motion. The polls were declared open at 8:57 
p.m. and those present proceeded to cast their ballots. 

Article II: To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer and fix the annual compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the District. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that this Article be tabled and acted 
upon under Article X. Motion was seconded and passed by voice 
vote. 

Article III: To hear the report of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Mr. Lambarth moved that the School District Reports be 
accepted as presented orally and as printed. The motion was 
seconded and passed by voice vote. 

Article IV: To choose agents and committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this warrant. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that the School District authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to study the possibilities of com- 
bining the Readiness program with a Kindergarten so that there will 
be a pre-first grade program available for all students. The commit- 
tee will make a recommendation and report back to the School 
Board and the town at the 1982 School District Meeting. 

The motion was seconded and Mrs. Chrestensen stated her in- 
tention to table Article IX because she felt that more time is needed 
to study the different options available to the School Board, and 
that the study committee could investigate making better use of the 
program in order to serve all eligible children. The Moderator 
reread the motion and referred to its direct relation to Article IX. 
There was no further discussion and the motion passed by voice 
vote. 

Article V: To see if the District will vote to authorize the School 
Board to make application for, accept, and expend on behalf of the 
District any or all grants or other funds for educational purposes 
which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States 
Government or from the State of New Hampshire or from any 
other source. 

Mr. Naber moved Article V as printed. Motion was seconded 
and passed by voice vote. 

Article VI: To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,000 for the installation of aluminum storm 
windows at the McCollom School or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that the School District raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,000 for the installation of aluminum storm 
windows at the McCollom School or take any other action relative 
thereto. 

The motion was seconded and passed by voice vote after discus- 
sion. 

Article VII: To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500 to insulate the attic at the McCollom 
School or take any other action relative thereto. 

Mr. Naber moved Article VII as printed. The motion was 
seconded and discussion followed. The motion was passed by voice 
vote. 
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Article VIII: To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $10,500 to insulate the exterior walls and paint 
the exteriok of the McCollom School or take any other action 
relative thereto. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that Article VIII be accepted as 
printed. The motion was seconded and discussion ensued. The 
article was defeated by voice vote. 


Article IX: To direct the School Board to implement a 
Kindergarten program for all students using the funds of the 
already existing Readiness Program of $16,704 budgeted for the 
school year 1981-82. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that Article IX be tabled until 1982. 
The motion was seconded and passed by voice vote. 

Article X: To see what sum of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the schools, for the pay- 
ment of salaries for School District officials and agents, and for 
payment of the statutory obligations of the District. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that the School District raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $660,326.00 for the support of the schools, for 
the payment of salaries for School District officials and agents, and 
for payment of the statutory obligations of the District. 

The motion was seconded and the proposed budget was 
reviewed by line item. Mr. Naber presented an overview of the ac- 
counts and indicated the town has no control over about half the 
budget. He noted that the estimated increase in the tax rate would 
be 7.4% and the overall budget increase would be 12.1%. At line 
item 2222, 630 Library Books, Mr. Al Hoyt made a motion to in- 
crease the proposed expenditure for library books from $554 to 
$750. The motion was seconded and, after discussion, was defeated 
by voice vote. At account 2410, item 111 Administrative Salaries, 
there was discussion on the duties of the principal. Mr. Perley Trow 
made a motion to eliminate the position of principal and to turn 
those duties over to the secretary. The motion died for lack of a 
second. Mr. Paul Chrestensen again brought up the Readiness 
question, and moved that the budget be reduced by $9200 with the 
intent of changing the Readiness Program. The motion was 
seconded and discussion followed. The question was called and it 
was voted by voice vote to move the question. The motion was 
restated and defeated by voice vote. A count was called for and the 
vote was 28 in favor and 57 opposed. Consideration of line items 
continued and a question was raised regarding the custodian’s 
salary at account 2540, item 119. This salary was raised 12% along 
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with all others and the benefit increase results from the change to a 
full time custodian, which makes him eligible for increased 
benefits. Under 2550, item 513, Mrs. Ann Hunt moved that a 
charge of $1.00 per child per trip be made for the late bus. The mo- 
tion was seconded and defeated, 32 in favor and 40 opposed. A mo- 
tion was made by Mr. Jack Esposito to abolish the late bus. The 
motion was seconded and discussion followed. The motion was 
defeated, 39 in favor and 40 against. Regarding the 2540 account, 
line item 119, Mr. Al Ryder moved that the budget be reduced by 
$5,000 with the intent of trying to save the money in this account. 
The motion was seconded and passed by voice vote. 

The Moderator then read Article X as amended: that the School 
District raise and appropriate the sum of $655,326.00 for the 
support of the schools, for the payment of salaries for School 
District officials and agents, and for payment of the statutory 
obligations of the District. The article passed by voice vote. 

Article XI: To see if the District will authorize the School 
Board to apply for, accept, and expend Federal Funds from the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund in the amount of $2800, to 
match an equal amount to be provided by the Mont Vernon School 
Volunteers ($1800) and the School District ($1000) for the design 
and construction of a playground at the Village School. 

Mrs. Penny Schmitt moved that the article be accepted as 
printed. The motion was seconded and discussion followed. The 
motion passed by voice vote. 

Article XII: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

The Moderator commended the work of the various committees 
who reported at the meeting. He asked that anyone interested in 
serving on either the Budget Review Committee or the Kindergar- 
ten/Readiness Study Committee please notify him. The Moderator 
then recognized Mrs. Ann Roberts, Secretary to Mr. Damon 
Russell; Mrs. Marion Dube, Assistant Superintendent of Schools; 
Mr. Damon Russell, Superintendent of Schools; and Mr. George 
Paras, Principal, who thanked the teachers for coming to the 
meeting. Mrs. Louanne Tulip expressed appreciation to Mrs. Betty 
Linatsas, the Readiness teacher, for a job well done. 

At 11:17 p.m. the Moderator declared the polls closed and the 
results of the vote on Article I were announced: 37 in favor and 163 
against. The bond issue was therefore defeated. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11:24 p.m.
